An aqueous phytopathol ogi cal formulation comprising: 

-a hydrosoluble salt of at least one aminophosphate or 
aminophosphate type herbicide 
-at least one principal surfactant selected from 
alkylbetaines and alkyl (amidoalkyl)betaines 
-at least one (i) amine or etheramine comprising at least 
one hydrocarbon radical containing 2 to 24 carbon atoms, 
optionally polyalkoxylated 



2. Claims: 1-5 (partially), 8-9, 14-15 (partially) 

An aqueous phytopathol ogi cal formulation comprising: 

-a hydrosoluble salt of at least one aminophosphate or 
aminophosphate type herbicide 
-at least one principal surfactant selected from 
alkylbetaines and alkyl (ami doal kyl) betai nes 
-at least one (ii) acid or non-acid phosphate mono- or 
di -ester, optionally polyalkoxylated 



3. Claims: 1-5 (partially), 10-11, 14-15 (partially) 

An aqueous phytopathol ogi cal formulation comprising: 

-a hydrosoluble salt of at least one aminophosphate or 
aminophosphate type herbicide 
-at least one principal surfactant selected from 
alkylbetaines and alkyl (ami doalkyl)betaines 
-at least one (iii) alkali metal, alkaline-earth metal, 
ammonium, alkyl ammonium, al kanol ammonium, iron, zinc or 
manganese salts of a mineral acid 



4. Claims: 1-5 (partially), 12-13, 14-15 (partially) 

An aqueous phytopathol ogi cal formulation comprising: 

-a hydrosoluble salt of at least one aminophosphate or 
aminophosphate type herbicide 
-at least one principal surfactant selected from 
al kyl betai nes and al kyl (ami doal kyl ) betai nes 
-at least one (iv) alkylmonoglycoside or alkylpolyglycoside 
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
